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GEROW & JOHNSON'S BRITISH COLUMBIA EXPRESS 


BY GERALD E. WELLBURN

This is the story in brief of a one- 
year mai] contract, which was the 
last express-mail contract of the 
Colony of British Columbia, and the 
first to be assumed by the Dominion 
authorities on behalf of the Province 
of British Columbia. The mail con- 
tract was secured by a new and. in- 
experienced express company and 
carried out under the bitter opposit- 
ion of a jealous competitor. | 

On October Jst, 1870 tenders for 
the eonveyance of mails to the inter- 
ior of British Columbia were called, 
owing to the expiration of a three 
year contract held by F. J. Barnard. 

Barnard's Cariboo Express had 
carried the British Columbia mail 
since the beginning of ап official 
mail service to the Cariboo in July 
1862, and by 1870 improvements 
were being planned in their method 
of transportation. 

In October 1870 F. J. Barnard 
organized a company “British  Col- 
umbia Express and General  Trans- 
portation Co.", and notified the Col- 
onial government that in the spring

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the mail eontract a weekly service 
to the Cariboo was maintained dur- 
ing the summer of 1871, and a ser- 
vice of twice a month between Nov- 
ember 1871 and Feb. 1872. 

The loss of the mail was a blow to 
the prestige of Barnard who tried to 
bolster himself with advertisements 
in the Victoria, New Westminster 
and Cariboo papers. A typical word- 
ing follows: 


“HO! FOR THE CARIBOO AND 
OMINECA 
BARNARD’S STAGES 
Make the best time! 
Drive the best stock! 
Use the best coaches! 
Have the most competent 


drivers! 
Carry the most pas- 
sengers! 
Do the largest Busi- 
ness! 


and guarantee to connect with the 
steamers at each end. 
FOUR DAYS AHEAD OF 
H. M. MAILS! 
Remember this! 

Travellers by the FAST LINE 
SAVE FROM TWELVE TO 
TWENTY DOLLARS by not loiter- 
ing, as other Ппез До on the road.

In the spring of 1871 Barnard 
tried out two of his ‘‘Thompson’s 
Patent India Rubber Tire Road 


Steamers” but they proved to be a 
failure on the rough and mountain- 
ous roads, and: so he continued with 
his crack 4-horse and 6-horse stage 
coaches. j 
Gerow and Johnson lackad the ex- 
perience of Barnard and his drivers, 
and did not have as much equipment, 
therefore Barnard was usually able 
to out-race them on the road. 
A report in the CARIBOO SENT- 
INEL April 1, 1871 reads: 
“EXPRESS MOVEMENTS: 
Both Barnard’s and Johnson’s 
Expresses left with full loads of 
passengers. We may anticipate 
lively times now between the 


rival expresses this spring, and 
parties bound up country will 
benefit by the opposition, fares 


having been very materially re- 


sengers. He asked for a subsidy for 
his steam coaches, which he contend- 
ed would completely change trans- 
portation to the interior. 


When a subsidy was not granted, 
he requested a renewal of his mail 
contract for three years for $48,000. 
The Colonial authorities refused to 
renew for three years at that figure 
(with hope of Confederation, and 
the Dominion Government assuming 
control of the British Columbia post 
office and mail contracts). 


Barnard countered with an offer 
for $16,000 for one year, but he was 
too late, as another tender had been 
received and the contract awarded to 


Messrs. Gerow and Johnson for 
$13,000. 
The bid received by Arthur T. 


Bushby, the Acting Postmaster Gen- 
era] of the Colony, from Gerow and 
Johnson undertook to carry the in- 
terior mails by means of a  4-horse 
coach for one year at $13,000, or for 
three years at $11,500 a year, mak- 
ing a total of $34,500. The bid also 
specified a price by means of a 2- 
horse wagon: one year for $12,000, 
or for three years at $10,000 a year, 
making a total of $30,000. 

On October 24th, 1870 the Acting 
Postmaster Genera] accepted for one 
year Gerow & Johnson's tender by 
the 4-horse coach, to become effect- 
ive in March 1871. 

Gideon C. Gerow had been in bus- 
iness in Victoria for a number of 
years as a carriage and wagon build- 
er. Little can be learned of his part- 
ner Aaron Johnson, other than it is 
stated that he became the driver of 
the Cariboo stage coach, when the 
new service started on March 8th, 
1871. 

Gerow & Johnson’s Express estab- 
lished offices and agents: at Victor- 
ia, where G. C. Gerow himself was in 
charge of their office on Government 
Street, between the Post Office and 
Customs House; at New Westminst- 
er, where J. T. Scott was in charge; 
at Yale where C. G. Sawers was 
agent, and at the terminus in the 
Cariboo, they made their headauart- 
ers at David Kurtz's Store at Bark- 
erville. 

In compliance with the terms of 
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duced." 
From then on, nearly every issue 
of the Sentinel contains a reference 


to express movements: 


“Barnard’s Express arrived at 7 
o'clock last evening with ex- 
press, treasure and four pas- 
sengers. Johnson’s arrived at 
daylight this morning with the 
mail and a few passengers.” 


another: 

“Barnard’s Express 

6 P.M. yesterday, making the 

trip from Yale in four days. 

Gerow and Johnson's Express, 

with the mail, had not arrived 

up to the hour of our going to 
| press." 

But once we read, on October 28th: 

“Gerow & Johnson's Express, 

with the mail, arrived yesterday 

morning at four o'clock, тоге 
than 24 hours ahead of their 
usual time. Barnard’s Express 
arrived at 4 yesterday  after- 
noon." 
Her Majesty's Mails were a good 
nose ahead of the “В.Х.” that day! 

By 1871 the big Cariboo gold rush 
was definiaely over. Barkerville, 
which at the height of the rush in 
the early sixties had boasted of һау- 
ing the largest population of any 
town west of Chicago, except San 
Franciso, had now dwindled to less 
than a thousand souls, mostly Chin- 
ese and native Indians. Hence there 
was not sufficient business to main- 
tain two opposition stage lines оп 
the Cariboo Road. 

On July 20th, 1871, British Colum- 
bia was admitted a Province of the 
Dominion of Canada, and exactly а 
month later on August 20th the post- 
al affairs were transferred from Col- 
onial to Dominion. control. 

The Colonial postal rate of  25- 
cents for % oz. letters to and from 
the Cariboo now dropped to 3 cents. 
Barnard's Express at once advertised 
a reduction in rates of express let- 
ters from 50c to 12%с. We suppose 
that Gerow and Johnson's cut their 
rates to conform to Barnard’s but 
there is no documentary evidence to 
support this. 


arrived at 


The Dominion Government assum- 
ed the Colonial mail contract with 
Gerow and Johnson, but when it call- 
ed for new tenders for the year 1872, 
Gerow and Johnson decided that they 
had had enough and did not bid, al- 
lowing the mails to revert once again 
to Barnard. 

The satisfaction of Barnard in re- 
deeming the mail contract is shown 
in his advertisements starting March 
1872. 

"Barnard's Express Line Stages

Gerow’s venture into the express 
business proved hard on his purse, 
although for some time he continued 
to carry on his carriage and  black- 
smith shop in Victoria. Leaving Vic- 
toria in the late seventies, he became 
one of the earliest settlers in Ње 
Lake Cowichan district of Vancouver 
Island. The writer wonders if he 
tried to recoup his fortune by log- 
ging some of the beautiful timber on 
the lakeside with oxen апа horses. 
We do not hear of Johnson again. 

All illustration is shown of a 
Gerow & Johnson’s British Columbia 
Express cover. Note that it is pen- 
marked *WAY" and that on the left 
the direction: “Johnson please de- 
liver if not at Lillotte.” (Should be 
spelled Lillooet). The two 84 В.С. 
stamps made up the 12%e Colonial 
local interior rate, and are cancelled 


E in a circle. 

This is the only Gerow & Johnson 
cover the writer has seen, although 
another type exists and is in the 
Lichtenstein collection. 


Acknowledgement is gladly given 
to the Provincial Archives in  Vict- 
oria, for their kindness in allowing 
access to old letter files and news- 
papers. 

Return of twice-daily postal deliveries 
is being advocated in the press of  var- 
jous cities across Canada. Owing to man- 
power shortage early in the war, one de- 
livery was dropped. It is claimed there is 


no shortage of man-power now that the 
war is over for some months.

Within the last month some inter- 
esting news came in from the North 


Country. Get out your pencils, you 
chaps who collect Royal Visit plate 
blocks, and put this one down: May- 
or Allan K. Grimmer, of Temiskam- 
ing, has acquired another of the “Пи- 
possibles" namely a One Cent 2-4 
Upper Right. That makes three of 
these now known, according to my 
count. Just goes to show that some 
of the rarities may still be in the 
woods. 

Donald King, former postmaster 
of Halifax, Nova Scotia, was respon- 
sible for much of our knowledge of 
the postal history of his native Prov- 
ince. Fifty years ago his writings 
appeared in many philatelic publi- 
eations. It has just come to my at- 
tention that an article by him ap- 
pears in Volume XVIII of the pub- 
lications of the Nova Scotia Histor- 
ical Society. I was lucky to be able 
to annex a copy of this volume, all 
of which had a very limited cir- 
culation. The date is 1914. His story 
is called “The Postage Stamps of 
Nova Scotia”. | 

I hear some advance sheets of 
Winthrop Boggs’ work on the “Ро51- 
age Stamps of Canada" are now in 
the hands of certain collectors. This 
is a long-awaited work. It will ap- 
pear in two volumes and is said to be 
the very last word. The author has 
the reputation of being а very 
thorough student and his books will 
be awaited with unusual interest. It 
must be two years since it was first 
announced. 

All collectors of Canadian booklets 


and panes should follow the very 
learned series of articles now ap- 
pearing in “Weekly Philatelic Gos- 


sip" from the pen of Nelson Bond. 
In this seribe's opinion “Bond оп 
Booklets” will be classic and just 
about the last word on this somewhat 
intricate subject. Nelson .has the 
material, the friends and the report- 
er’s instinct to ferret out the true 
story. 


Nothing pleases me more than to 
see some writer put something 
worth-while down relating to Canad- 
ian Philately. It happens all too in- 


frequently. If you have this urge 
why not have a real try at it.

FAMOUS BLUENOSE SUNK 


Striking a reef off the coast of (Haiti, 
January 28th, the once crack Canadian 
racing schooner, Bluenose, sank the next 
day. Her crew of eight was rescued. 

Launched at Lunenburg, N.S., in 1921, 
she was engaged in her early days in sail- 
ing to the Grand Banks fishing waters 
when not engaged in racing, or being 
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groomed for competition. She won five 
international fisherman’s schooner races 
and though never beaten in a champion- 
ship race, she was edged out by her most 
threatening rival, the Gertrude ПТ. The- 
baud in an exhibition race in 1930. 

The Bluenose was sold to the West In- 
dies Trading Co. Ltd., of Halifax, in 1942 
and since then operated between the West 
Indian Islands and United States ports 
with freight cangoes. 

Honouring the famous schooner, the 
Canada Post Office issued in 1930-31 a 
50-cent stamp showing two pictures of the 
Biuenose. This stamp at the time gained 
recognition as one of the most beautiful 
stamps ever produced. 

A picture of the Bluenose is also found 
on the current 10-cent Canadian coin.

LETTER TO EDITOR 
Ottawa, Jan. 18th, 1946. 
The Editor, 
Popular Stamps. 
Dear Sir, 
In your current issue, page 13, is а let- 
ter from H. H. Bell referring to George 


B. Sloane’s article on the paper shades 
of the Nova Scotia stamps. 
I do not pose to ‘be an expert in this 


branch of philately. A few years ago 
though, I was talking to a friend in the 
Maritimes. One of the subjects was the 
Nova Scotia remainders. My friend and 
his father both had been in the stamp 
business. The father too, had been one 
of the syndicate which purchased the 


‘remainders’ from the Nova Scotia 
Government, and presumably knew 
stamps. 


My friend well remembered the day 
when these remaindrs were shipped to 
the purchasing dealer—Stanley Gibbons, 
if I remember correctly. That day, after 
having made the shipment, the father 
and another member of the syndicate 
came back to the office so as to divide 
among the members of the syndicate the 
few sheets of each denomination kept out 
as souvenirs. They were assuring each 
other of the potential value of the two 
‘papers’ and particularly that the white 
paper 815c would be good. When they 
opened the parcel they were much chag- 
rined to find that only a few sheets re- 
mained and that the bulk had been sent 
away. Т know that one of the principal 
members had one sheet and I had a 
double row off the bottom of this which 
were the first removed. There had been 
two shades kept of the 1c, 2c and 81!5c and 
only the yellow of the 10c and 1214с. If 
there had been white of the latter two 
values these had been shipped. 

My contention is that if four experts at 
that time found two shades of paper and 
could separate them then these must have 
existed. They had an unique opportunity 
for the examination of the stamps which 
one of the members found to be stored in 
а room in the Parliament ‘Buildings in 
Ottawa. I know they found double perfs. 
for I have some which one member kept 
out.
